Milk Troubles Con¬ 
trolled by Sanitation 

With warm, moist weather will 
crime the usual summer troubles with 
milk, llltie milk, red or "bloody 
milk," had odor or taste, milk that 
will not clabber, slimy milk and ab¬ 
normal sediment in the bottom of 
milk utensils are some of the ttoubles 
that arc prevalent. 

C. L. Willoughby, professor of ani¬ 
mal husbandly and dairying in the 
University of Florida College of Ag¬ 
riculture, ssyt that these conditions 
arc generally caused by the introduc¬ 
tion of undrsiraide bacteria into ♦he 
-nilk after it has been drawn from the 
iow. Hot summer weather is especi¬ 
ally favorable to bacterial develop¬ 
ment Milk docs not keep as well 
during periods when thunder storms 
arc prevalent ttccause the warm, 
muggy weather that .iccompanics 
them. When undesirable bacteria 
unen gain a foothold they arc pcrslt 
mill and hard to eradicate Some of 
them form spores that will .‘resist 
boiling, and other* arc not killed by 
temperatures Ip-low boiling. These 
«l»or«s and bacteria act Into the small 
• racls and seams of milk utrnstla and 
mteci the new milk 

In case of trouble milk utensils 
should be examined for any seams 

"i . . . that might give protection 

or allow a lodging place for bacteria. 
I lie hnftered or seamy rcccpticle 
should be replaced by a seamless one. 
or at leant the rough pbi.-e» should 
he Ml. .| with solder. There arc many 
utensils on the market now which 
arc constructed so that there la ns 
chance of the milk 0 tning In contact 
with dirty scams or corner*,

So many voters have an erroneous 
idea of the second choice vote that 
in many counties tin* county executive 
committee have started a school of 
instruction for the benefit of the vo¬ 
ters. Having recently noted a clear*! 
expokition of the second choice vot¬ 
ing front the pen of C. O. Andrews. 
Assistant Attorney General, in thr 
Stuart Messenger, ibe name U repro¬ 
duced. and it would he well to cut this 
out uud paste it up for future refer 
ence: 

A gretit number of voters believe 
that they weaken or lessen the chance 
of their first choice candidate by vot¬ 
ing a second choice authorised by our 
primary law. 

This is indicated by the fact that 
the official state canvass of the pri¬ 
mary ejection held in IQM shows 
that only a little more than half of 
the voters expressed a second choice. 

Under our method of tallying and 
canvassing it is impossible for a 
voUr's second choice to lessen or 
militate again** the chances of hie 
first choice to any degree whatever. 

Section so of the primary law pro¬ 
vides is follows: 

"If any candidate for an office 
shall receive a majority of first choice 
votes he shall be declared nominated 
for such office. If no candidate shall 
receive such a majority of first choice 
votes, then the nomination for such 
office shall he determined by exclud- 
Ing from further* consideration the 
candidacy of all except the two can¬ 
didates who shall h ave, received the 
greatest number of first choice votes. 

• >r the greatest and equal number 'of 
first choice votes, and by adding to 
such fi.st choice votes of each of said 
two candidates the second choice 
votes cast for him by those voters 
whose first choice votes shall have 
been mst f»*r any of the caniTulatct e«- 
- ludrd as herein provided." 

The portion above seems to he the 
lea«t understood of any part of the 
primsr) law. The two candidates 
receiving the highest number of 
votes go into wlmt may he termed a 
"second primary."

It is self-evident that a voter may 
lose, both his first uml second choice 
vote, in the event his first and sec- 
ond choice «rc eliminated on the first 
choice count.

The most complicated feature un 
dcr the primary l.*w of lplj arose 
when canvassing (he second choice 
vote* where two candidates were to 
he nominated and five or more were 
running; for ms*ance, if the counties 
electing two members to the house of 
representatives. But this perplexing 
feature lu* hern etiminau-d where 
two or more are to be nominated by 
requiring candidates to announce in 
group one or two accordingly as to 
the number of candidates to he nom¬ 
inated. 

Section 8 of Chapter 0874, Acts of 
1915, amending the Bryan primary 
law of 19)3, reads as follows:

There arc two'classes of sins—at 
least 'w<»—sin* of nimskion and sins 
of coMi»ni*siott. If there's any differ¬ 
ence in the resulta of the two it 
wor.ld be hard to dP&Qver it. and real¬ 
ly • vn outdo 1 bi wofih vs bile lo "■>■ 
VN hether is the more forgivable is a 
deep psychological problem, too pro¬ 
found and Hv> uncertain to be worried 
about, 

But in health tua.Urs It is prob¬ 
able that the things we might 1)0 and 
don't do. bring worse troubles and 
more of them, than our aggressive of¬ 
fenses That these passive offenses— 
the kind that comes by tailing to do 
what wc ought—arc sinful it shown 
in their effects against ourselves am! 
against our neighbors. 

It is a moral wrong to suffer from 
a disease that may be prevented, be¬ 
cause it is a moral obligation to our 
neigh bora end to the community 
hat we shall always be at the high 
level of producing efficiency. It is 
a moral wrong that wc shall commu¬ 
nicate to others a disease that shall 
lessen their highest efficiency. It is 
a matter of time somewhere in the 
future, when the best sentiment of 
the state and nation will recognise 
this practical relationship between 
preventable diseases and private 
morals. 

These facts apnly to no disease st 
all general in Florida with stronger 
emphasis than malaria. It is commu. 
nicablc from one individual to an- 
oti.er through mosquito-carried para 
sites. It it exhausting and enervat¬ 
ing. It causes immense loss of phys¬ 
ical energy and mental felficicncy, 
and the restating economic loss i*» 
uselessly large—useless, because un* 
necessary. 

In Florida, as elsewhere, its rav¬ 
ages arc greater in the warm months 
of the year because in these months 
the mosquito is more active. ImTi- 
in certain section* 01 the state 
point to the pofsibtllty, even the 
probability, that the disease is likely 
to be unusually prevalent during the 
approaching summer, and now is the 
time to start the active fight against 
these probabilities. 

During the colder months, when 


the mosquito is pot active *4 a dis 
use carrier, ih.. st*d* ”f the malady 
are preserved more or less quiescent, 
ill the hodies the tmoiau victims, 
to be revived by tits* heat ol the 
spring And summer making the pa¬ 
tient the source ol infect Rip. 

I here are two reliable jyays of pre- 
venilng tlu- spread of malar it One 
ta by curing it Thg remedy is sim¬ 
ple and sure and every Fioridu doc¬ 
tor knows it and can administer it 
effectively. The other vyay i« to 
prevent the inoculation of the mos¬ 
quito, which absorbs the parasite la¬ 
den blood by attacking the patient 
and transfer* it wRcn he—or rather, 
she—bites the next vrtuti. 

In other words, keep the mosqui¬ 
to from the patient and protect ev¬ 
erybody from the mosquito. Medi¬ 
cal scientists have become intimately 
acquainted with this particular moi- 
Quito, and they know the habits of 
her daily life. They have discovered 
'hat she, like burglars, wildcats, bati 
and owls, works at night, although 
the 111 otquito begins operations in 
the late afternoon and just before 
sunset. She has no liking for the 
bright light and heat of the full day. 

And this prevention means screen* 
-wire screens—screens enclosing the 
porch where the family sits in the 
evening, screens over every window 
aid door of the house, and the mos¬ 
quito-proof net well tucked in over 
the bed.

Careful screening of the home in 
Horida serve* more purposes than 
that c»f comfort. It prevents malaria, 
it is effective and neerssary in the 
fight against typhoid and against oth¬ 
er diseases, Indeed, the screen (of 
wire) is practically as essential to 
the Florida home as i s roof, and the 
sooner thi* is recognized as an es¬ 
tablished fact, tbe eooner Florid.# 
people will reach their greatest pro¬ 
ductive capacity in the industrial and 
moral development *>f tfic great Hit*.

1 bey are yellow. Or lemon col* Ted. 
They are aide to fly short di»unecr. 
consequently it is necessary ty clip 
the infested buds and dip them tit \ 
vessel containing some of the spray 
material. It i« advisable to cut about 
ten inches back from the bud to get 
the eggs which arc laid along the 
Mcnif near the hud*. Dip the bud*
